And 
when once let loose from the bonds 
they impose upon it from principle, it 
leaps beyond all restraint, and the 
otherwise respectable and honorable 
subject of an inherited infirmity, is 
driven into a condition of shameful 
inebriety, disgusting to all beholders 
and ruinous to the unfortunate bei 
thas subjugated and degraded. Yet 
perhaps such a person has virtues that 
shine brighter in the eyes of impar- 
tial Justice than the stern and un- 
charitable Pharisee whose failings are 
less liable to be discerned by men. 

Should such individuals be exposed, 
by a Church organized to exalt man- 
kind, to the temptation of the wine 
cup in the House of prayer? We 
think not, and consider all the churches 
in Christendom might profitably fol- 
low the example of the Mormons,” 
in using water instead of wine at the 
holy communion, and thus -put them- 
selves beyond the reproach of placing 
before the constitutional dipsomaniac 
a spark which may kindle into a flame 
the fire which is smoldering in his sye- 
tem, and whose lurid light may lead 
him to the gates of hell.

SALUTATORY. 

HavING arrived among you in response to a call from the Council of the 
Apostles,” I take this opportunity of saying a few words to the brethren and 
sisters in this Mission. It is the desire of the Saints to be united under the 
influence of the Spirit of God, and to be successfal in our labors we should all 
be of one heart and of one mind,” sympathizing with, and sustaining one 
another with our faith and prayers. The latter-day work is one in which 
mutual help can be given and received with great advantage, as our heavenly 
Father, in his divine economy, has given us the privilege of exercising spirit- 
ual power fer that purpose. To make that help abundant and effective, 
however, we must live so as to epjoy the light of the Holy Spirit, and under. 
stand as fully as we can the nature of our privileges. : 

In consequence of the increased labors of the Twelve“ at Home, I have 
been (to myself very unexpectedly) sent among you to succeed President Joseph 
F. Smith, who, although for a long time absent in person, has always had the 
interests of this Mission before him, and his counsels—whetier given here, or 
sent from Zion, have ever been in season, and calculated to promote the wel- 
fdre of the Latter-day Saints. 5 

In taking my present position among you, a conviction of my own inability 
and inexperience in many things rests strongly upon me, and I am constrained 
to look to our heavenly Father for necessary help, and to the Priesthood 
and Saints for their co-operation in my endeavors to uphold the interests of 
the Church in these lands, so as to minister among the people, and before God 
acceptably. Our position here makes prominent among our many duties, that 
of preaching the Gospel publicly and privately, as well as preparing to gather 
to the Homejof the Saints, that our testimony may remain as a witness against 
the. wicked who reject the offer of eternal life. The traveling ministry are 
doubtless making every reasonable effort to place the principles of the Gospel 
before strangers to our faith—in addition to their ministerial care of the 
Saints, but.it is not upon them alone that the responsibility rests. It is the 
duty of the Saints to assist in this part of the work. In this labor they can 
greatly aid by explaining the principles of eternal life to their relations, friends, 
and fellow-workmen and fellow-workwomen, using, however, both judgment 
and care. The Gospel is sent to all, and those who hold the Priesthood are 
the ambassadors of Christ. President Taylor, and the Apostles, among the 
many cares which necessarily engage their attention, remember us—we are 
assured of their prayers continually in our behalf. |

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LIVING TESTIMONY. 


Tere is one grand and abiding feature of the Gospel, and that is its positive 
adaptation to the mental and spiritual capacity of all those who receive it ; 
none are so ignorant and none so enlightened but with equal ability it ministers 
to their position, needs and desires ; to the child, it (like a mother) supplies 
the aliment necessary for growth, and to the student it opens up the relative 
position of primary and advanced truths ; yet both have to learn the rudi- 
ments, and both have testimony specially adapted to their condition and 
caleulated to provoke reflection and practice, that they may increase ; these 
distinct testimonies are yet not final in either or any case, but are annual 
changing, enlarging, and being used are laid aside for new testimony and new 
experience, as progress may be made from time to time. 

There are tens of thousands in the Church, no doubt, whose first testimony 
to the Gospel was its harmony with the Scriptures, they had been taught at 
their mother’s knee, at the Sabbath school, in the worshipping assembly, that 
that Book was written by inspiration” of God, and was intended to teach 
those who believed in him how to regulate their practice and order their lives; 
they were taught that Jesus was divinely appointed as the Savior of the world, 
and that as that Savior he revealed the way of life, and that he made such an 
atonement by his blood that those who were obedient to him might be saved. 
To demonstrate from this authority, any doctrine, practice, or requirement, 
Was simply to secure acquiescence and obedience, the testimony of the Scrip- 
tures was all-sufficient for those who honestly held convictions ef this character. 


There are others who have been arrested by oral testimony, the assertion of 


2 father, mother, friend or Elder, (measurably independent of the word,) has 
led them to obedience ; this class can be only directed, they are not originally 
self thinkers, not Peel enquirers, not gifted may be with the power of 
comparison, of analysis, or research, but faith in others awakened action, and 


led to connection with truth by the same process which in early Christian 


times was the great means through which its converts were secured; that age 
had not provided a Book as original or collateral evidence to substantiate the 
elaims of the Gospel, men went forth exhorting and testifying,” and as Paul 
said of the Thessalonians, ‘‘ our testimony among you was believed.” 

Others there are who have had their attention aroused by being witness to 
the „gift“ or manifestation ‘‘ of healing ;” some sick neighbor or child, by 
“anointing with oil” and“ the laying on of hands,” had been made whole, 
and this apparent miracle drew the faith that God was in the work, probably 
‘mentally associating this power with its understood manifestations in the days 
of the Savior and his Apostles, and concluding that everything else must be 
right because of this coincidence. 

Some have given obedience because of the consistency of individual doc- 
trines rather than from conceptions of Scriptural harmony as a whole, baptism 
dy immersion has appeared to be desirable to one, baptism of adults to another, 
‘and baptism for the remission of sins” to still another; to some the laying 

on of hands” professedly for the gift of the Holy Ghost has been an attraction, 
to another the gift of tongues,” to another interpretation or prophecy ; and 
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to many a one no doubt the organization of the Church with Apostles, Pro. 
phets, Seventies, Elders, etc., has brought reflection and afterwards obedience;. 
these have been testimony to peculiar personal characteristic, and suggestive 
of something behind the whole. 

To.altogether a different class, and meeting a different need and phase of 
mind, the idea of authority or Priesthood§constituted the great feature of new 
pretensions, they had mentally and spiritually realized the necessity and 
advantages of having some one to speak with authority and not as the 
Scribes ;” they had been sick of opinion, sick of theory, sick of division, and 
in absolute authority alone could see the panacea for the uncounted vagaries 
of private judgment and interested speculation. ¥ 

Others have found in the Personality of Deity, in contrast to the worship of 
a being without ‘‘ body, parts or passions,” a satisfying, element; others, in 
the practice of gathering ; ; others in men traversing the missionary field“ with- 
out purse and scrip; others in novelty, some in persecution and evil speaking have 
found the key to truth ; and multifarious as are the doctrines, ordinances, and 
practices of the Goapel,. so are they adapted to the vast variety of the haman 
family ; and single truths of doctrine and practice might be provocative ef 
faith and productive of teatimony in one, which to another would be without 
momentary attraction, aud because of mental and spiritual development, with- 
out force and without power. 

And as men outside the Church are thus arrested, so are men who have 
obeyed the first principles acted upon, and testimonies are as various in their 
character as are the idiosyncracies and peculiarities of men; probably there are 
more who testify from having received the gift of tongues or the gift of healing, 
than there are who testify to knowledge” acquired in regard to the things. 
of God ; and there are those to whom a vision or dream is more consolatory 
and tangible than to enjoy ‘‘ Wisdom,” which is one of the greatest of 
God’s gifts to man; infancy and childhood are easily pleased, and a toy or 
feather so to speak, gives unbounded amusement and delight, but maturer 
Fears sees only in these things the educational power they possess. : 
Vet these various manifestations are all legitimate, they are all in the Church, 
in its economy by divine appointment they are all of use, one to one, another 
to another, and some to all; if a man be quickened by the receipt of any of 
these blessings (and experience proves they are) they there acoomplish that. | 
for which they were designed ; but none of them are final, they are each and 
all but stepping stones in the progress of the divine life; and while there will 
always be those who covet tongues and interpretation, while there will always 
be these who need miracles and healings, while there will always be those who 
will wrestle with God for a vision or dream, it is no discredit to take Paul's 
ad vice, Covet earnestly the best gifts,“ and to realize with him, that ei whe- 
ther they be prophesies they shall fail; whether they be tongues, they shall 
cease ; whether they be knowledge it shall vanish away.

To this every man must come, leaving the (first) principle of the doctrine

thing suitable and timely, blooms and fruits to higher testimony, even the testi- 

mony of knowledge and understanding, all the testimonies mentioned are 
secondary and collateral, and in the progress of experience and manhoud lose 
the value which attached to them in childhood or when undeveloped. 

Thus there is intelligence, man is not led by the seeing of the eye or hear-- 
ing of the ear, he realizes that each single truth of the Gospel has been held 
by some Church or another, and speedily concludes that if action may be based 
upon a solitary truth, it is much more certain and reliable with truth in com- 
bination, systematized as in the Gospel and administered by its authority; 
Scripture testimony is only valuable when supplemented by present revelation 
and simple faith in the letter without its spirit and life may be of no more 
value than faith in the Vedas, the Shaster or the Koran, the sacred books of 
other peoples ; oral testimony is of greatest value only, when personal testi-- 
mony brings its own experience to substantiate the other; the gifts of healing 
here and there have cropped out in every Church—and without a Church ; the 
gift of tongues and interpretation is known in several sects, Baptism by im- 


mersion is ably held by its os believers; organization with Apostles belongs 
n 


at least to one, Priesthood s its great defense in the Holy Catholic Ohurch; 
revelation is professed here and there, and the Friends meet together and with: 
out ordinance profess to wait for and speak by the voice of the spirit; but to- 
build upon these individual Churches, organizations or truths, is to flee to a 
rushlight for illumination in the day of unclouded sun, or to expect to emerge 
from infancy te manhood by milk, when the whole economy of nature points.
